He  lay  unresponsive  during 
his  first  3  weeks  of  hospitalization.   Slowly,  he  began  responding  to 
verbal  commands  and  started  to  recognize  friends  and  family.   Punky 
was  transferred  to  Spaulding  Rehabilitation  Hospital  for  intensive 
rehabilitation.   He  worked  long  and  hard  with  a  team  of  therapists, 
nurses,  and  physicians  at  Spaulding  to  get  better.   He  made  tremendous 
gains  and  won  the  hearts  of  the  hospital  staff  with  his  lovable  nature 
and  contagious  smile. 

Ten  months  after  his  accident  and  on  his  eighth  birthday,  Punky 
went  home.   For  those  who  met  Punky  when  he  first  came  to  Spaulding, 
his  story  is  a  miracle.   Although  at  times  his  daily  progress  seemed 
slight  and  the  road  to  recovery  seemed  long,  each  improvement  soon 
added  up.   Punky  left  the  hospital  able  to  feed  and  dress  himself 
and  walk  with  assistance. 


Today,  Punky  rides  the  bus  to  the  Quincy  School  in  Boston  and 
sits  along  side  of  his  classmates  in  reading  group.   He  works  on  the 
classroom  computer  and  draws  during  art  class.   Punky  receives 
physical  and  speech  therapy  at  school  and  continues  to  improve. 

We  are  tremendously  thankful  for  Punky 's  strong  recovery.   We 
are  also  deeply  grateful  to  you  for  your  past  support  of  the  work 
and  mission  of  the  hospital.   I  hope  you  will  continue  your 
support  by  sending  your  contribution  to  the  SRH  Fund.   Gifts  of 
every  size  play  an  essential  role  in  caring  for  future  patients. 
In  fact,  they  make  the  difference.
